Washington, D. C., June 20.—([Spe- 
dal. }—The Harding administration has 
ecided to continue the Daniels policy 
sf division of the nayy into an Atlantie 
and Pacific fleet, despite the opinions 
of the leading American strategists that 
such dispersal of the nation’s sea forces 
brooks disaster in the event of war. 
The Pacific fleet is to be made strong- 
w than the Atlantic fleet by the assign- 
ment to the Pacific of all the newer 
and more powerful oil burning first 
line battleships and the assignment to 
the Atlantic of the older coal burning 


shipa. 

The total tonnage of the Atlantic 
fleet as reorganized will be 679,473, ex- 
clusive of submarines, and that of the 
Pacific fleet 835,296. 


Nine First Line Ships Eventually. 

The Pacific fi¢et will be given two 
‘more first line battleships eventually 
than at present, these ships being now 
under construction, but will lose one 
nd line battleship. In the aggre- 
te the Pacific fleet will be 45,300 tons 
vier than now.

Washington, D. C., June 20.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Are_ pirates operating off the 
Atlantic coast? 

The crew of an American ship is 
missing and what seems to be con- 
clusive evidence has been obtained that 
they were made prisoners on another 
vessel and taken away to parts un- 
known, if they were, not murdered. 
A second American ship is long over- 
due, and two other American ships are 
unaccounted for under circumstances 
raising suspicion of a similar fate. 
The United States government has 
undertaken to solve these mysteries of 
the sea, which, in the opinion of offi- 
cials, expressed today, point either to 
piratical occurrences off the Atlantic 
coast or the seizure of the vessels for 
the benefit of soviet Russia. 

Many in Search. 
The state department has instructed 
its consular officers to be on the look- 
out for the missing vessels or the mem- 
bers of the kidnaped crew. 

The treasury department through its 
coast guard and life saving services 
is making a search of the Atlantic 
coast and adjacent waters. 

The navy department has sent out 
vessels to search. 

The department of commerce through 
its bureau of navigation is assisting in 
trying to lift the veil of mystery. 

The department of justice has as- 
signed some of its best secret service 
agents to the case, for the government 
is working on the theory that all these 
mysterious incidents are interrelated. 

The First Mystery. 

Several months ago the five masted 
schooner Carol Deering of Portland, 
Me., was found abandoned off Diamond 
Shoals, N. C., with all sails set, its 
twelve officers and crew missing. 

A little later a bottle came ashore 
and in it was a note purporting to

DECLARES FOR 
NAVAL HOLIDAY 


Peace in Pacific Is 
Britain’s Aim. . 


LONDON, June 20.—[({By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—The British prime min- 
ister, in_opening the imperial confer- 
ence, attended by the premiers of the 
overseas dominions, today referred to 
Anglo-Japanese relations in terms gen- 
erally regarded in American circles 
here as assurance to the United States 
that any renewal of the agreement 
with the Japanese government would 
necessarily be of a nature unobjection- 
able to America. 

| For Peace in Pacific. 

“There is no quarter of the world 
where we desire more greathky to main- 
tain peace and fair play for all nations 
and avoid competition in armaments 
than the Pacific and far east,” he said. 

Discussing Anglo-Japanese relations 
as affecting the renewal.of the agree- 
ment, the prime minister said Japan 
was “a faithful ally” in the war and 


| Great Britain would not easily forget 


the valuable assistance rendered by 
Japanese men-of-war. 

“We desire to preserve that well- 
tried friendship ‘which has stood us 
both in good stead,” he continued, “and 
to apply’ it to the solution of all ques- 
tions in the far east, where Japan has 
special interests and where we our- 
selves, like the United States, desire 
equal opportunities and the open door.” 

Would Debate Disarming. 

Great Britain desired to avoid com- 
petition in armaments in the Pacific, 
the prime minister declared, and he 
emphasized the willingness of the gov-| 
ernment to discuss limitation of arma- 
ments with the United States. He} 
pointed out at the same time that the 
life of the United Kingdom, as also of 
Australia and New Zealand, was ctuilt 
upon sea power—‘ the basis of the 
whole empire's existence.” 

Discussing the relations between 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, the prime minister said: 

“Friendly codperation with the 
United States is for us a cardinal 
principle dictated by what geems to 
us the proper nature of things, by 
instinct quite as much as by reason 
and common sense. 

Would Welcome Invitation. 

“ We are ready to discuss with Amer- 
ican statesmen any proposal for the 
limitation of armaments which they 
wish to set forth, and we can under- 
take that no such overtures will find 
lack of ve ¢ on our part to meet 
them.” 

The first session of the conference 
was without ceremony, the representa- 
tives of the United Kingdom, the do- 
minions and India assembling at the 

residence of the ee who spoke 
for an hour. 

Mr. Lioyd George iiiinnl the vis- 
iting premiers and other delegates, 
who, he said, met as “equal partners 
in the dignities and responsiblities of 
the British commonwealth” 

Tells Status of Germany. 

The prime minister summarized post- 
war conditions and said that German 
disarmament was virtually accom- 
plished and the reparations problem 
was “in a fair way of being solved.” 

The problems of Silesia and the near 
east remained; their solution lay in 
adherence to the treaties, and he was 
hopeful with regard to both. 

“There is prevalent a widening and 
deepening conviction,” he added, 
“that the world must have peace if it 
is ever to reeover its health.” 

Mr. Liyod George paid tribute to the 
loyalty of the dominions during the 
war. He referred in glowing terms to 
the gallant achievements of India and 
cited these as proof of the solidarity of 
the empire, -which, he declared, “is 
based not on force, but on good will 
and common understanding.” 

Hughes Plans U. 8S. Visit. 
after the premier’s speech the con- 
ference adjourned until 11 o’clock to- 
orrow morning, when the premiers 
of the overseas dominions and the rep- 
resentatives of India will make th@ir 
opening statements. 

It is understood that if the Anglo- 
Japanese agreement is renewed Pre- 
mier Hughes of Australia plans to re- 
turn to his own country by way of the 
United States, where he will. make a 
series of speeches and attempt to ex-

tion. 


To Be Kept Off the Pier. 

Coupled with that setback to the 
plans to present the naval officer 
with a leather medal, a tiny jackass 
and other mementos of their esteem, 
was the determination of the White 
Star line to admit no one to the West 
23d street pier to greet the returning 
admiral.

“If you insist on $150 for them, I'll 
insist on $150 for the policemen, clerks 
and firemen,” shouted Schwartz. 

“You're just stubborn,” shouted 
Lyle. 

‘For a few seconds fisticuffs—not un 
known in the finance committee room 
—geemed imminent. Schwartz tried to 
speak. Lyle interrupted him. — 

Schwartz Grows Emphatic. 

“Shut up a minute,” shouted 
Schwartz, shaking his first. “ Who the 
hell do you think you are? You know 
yourself it is damned unfair to con- 
sider one group and let the others 
slide.” 

After Schwartz had withstood his 
ground for another hour, Ald. A. O. 
Anderson made the motion which 
brought order out of chaos.

Keeler of the bureati of public 
efficiency told the committee that the 
increase of the pay of D. J. pe and 
James A. Kearns, bailiff and clerk of 
the Municipal court, from $6,000 to $9,- 
000, which has been paid for two years, 
fis unconstitutional. 

“The legislature vote@ the increase 
in 1919, but under the constitution the 
pay of an elected official cannot be in- 
creased during his term of office,” he 
said. “Mr. Egan and Mr. Kearns 
have drawn $4,600 illegally since 1919.” 

The committee asked the law depart- 
ment for an opinion an the question. 

Just before adjournment Ald. L. B. 
Anderson moved to increase the pay 
of Chief Fitzmorris from $8,000 to $10,- 
000, to put him on even financial foot- 
ing with Controller Harding and other 
department heads.

SOME FACTS ABOUT HOT 
WEATHER. | 
EON&RD Hill says—" In the tropics 
houses should be built with wide 
ventilated verandas, double roofs 
with ventilated air spaces. The 
vents should be screened to keep out 
animals. There should be whitened 
walls and fan ventilation. 

Clothing must be of the lightest tex- 
ture and, worn widely open at neck, 
sleeve, and knee to allow ventilation. 
The skin should be allowed to pigment 
so that a uzy material can be worn 
without sunburn resulting. 

Sleep should be taken on roofs where 
radiation heat losses are greatest. A 
mat should take the place of a mattress, 
a cradle over the body covered with a 
sheet kept wet by a spray or drip of 
water and a fan to cool by evaporation 
may be used in hot dry weather.- 

The diminution in protein food [meat 
and eggs], which stimulates metabolism 
and heat production is indicated. 
Monkeys fed rice and ripe bananas 
stand exposure to tropical sun out of 
doors. The men who take vigorous out 
of door exercise keep much fitter in the 
tropics than do the women who are shut 
up in the houses. A diminution of the 
weight, particularly of those overweight, 
would make life more beardble.” 

These quotations from Leonard Hill's 
article in the Interttational Journal of 
Public Health are worth while noting, 
because the author is recognized as 
about the world’s best authority on 
ventilation. I will add to them some 
quotations from Edgar Mayer's article 
on light appearing in the archives for 
tuberculosis: 

“Men sunburn unduly In the deserts and 
prairies because the light contains an 
excess of ultra violet rays. Water, snow, 
and ice likewise reflect this part of the 
ray unduly and thus cause burns. In 
the early morning and late evening 
hours the sun's rays as they reach the 
earth contain very little violet and ultra 
violet. It is these rays which destroy 
bacteria, sterilize and produce chemical 
changes. At noon the sun‘s rays have 
450 per cent more of this element than 
in the early morning and afternoon. In 
winter the proper amount of ultra violet 
is found in the ray for only na rhort 
while around the noon hour. In sum-

NEW VOLSTEAD 


AGT MAY PERISH |

[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., June 20.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The new Volstead bill de- 
signed to make the eighteenth amend- 
mend airtight appeared to be blocked 
today by an array of opposition com- 
posed largely of “dry” congressional 
leaders who are fearful that prohibi- 
tion enforcement, if carried to ex- 
tremity, may defeat its own ends. 

The bill not only would prohibit the 
prescription of beer as medicine, but 
would lay down new and drastic regu- 
lations for the use of industrial alcohol. 
Representative Volstead of Minnesota, 
its author, wants the house rules com- 
mittee to declare it an emergency 
measure and railroad it through the 


ject to no amendment and only two 
hours’ debate. Prospects are that the 
committee wil not heed his request. 


"Seeks to Stop Beer. 


To meet this situationp Senator Wil- | 


lis, Ohio, Republican, introduced a bil! 
in the senate practically limited to the 
prohibition of beer prescriptions, 

Testifying today before the house 
rules committee, Wayne B. Wheeler, 
spokesman for the Anti-Saloon league, 
complained bitterly of the difficulties 
of enforcing prohibition in Chicago. 

.“ District Attorney Clyne couldn't be 
driven by forty bloodhounds to start a 
prohibition, case,’’ Wheeler said. “ Nev- 
ertheless. we have been able to keep 
Chicago from being soaked with liquor 
through the courageous action of At- 
torney General Brundage, who has 
gone into the federal courts an¢ vrose- 
cuted the cases.” 

Despite the fact that the rules com- 
mittee was composed almost entirely 
of “drys,” there was an undercurrent 
of resentment among members at the 
tactics employed by the prohibition- 
ists who-are demanding the immediate 
passage of the Volstead bill. At the 
end of the hearing Chairman Campbell 
of Kansas, himself a stalwart “ dry,” 
said: “I have no fear of such threats, 
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prohibition question.” 
Dry Members Restless. 
Other members of the 
joined in rebuking the zeal of the 
hibitionists. 
Representative Fess, Ohio, chairman 
of the congressional campaign commit- 
tee and always counted as a “dry” 
leader, said: 
“TI am a little worried that we are 
going too far. I am afraid we are put- 
ting too many restrictions on legiti- 
mate business.” 
Another strong prohibitionist, Repre- 
sentative Pou, North Carolina, said: 
“There fs a ng throughout the 
country that the provisions of the Vol- 
stead act are a little severe and should 
not be made more severe. People are 
getting tired of congress writing so 
many don'ts on the statute books.”

Unions and Bosses Agree. 
on Basic Rules. 


For the first time in the building dite. 
tory of Chicago the contractors and, 
union heads yesterday practically set- 


tied upon a uniform basic agreement 


as to working rules. Only a few minor 
sections of the agreement remain to be 
decided, and these are expected to be 
cleared up at a meeting Wednesday aft-. 
ernoon in time for the presentation of 
the document to Judge Landis, the ar- 


bitrator, on Thursday. | 


Heretofore the individual crafts have 
signed separate agreements with the | 
employers, cach union demanding cer- 
tain concessions and working rules pe- 
culiar to the particular trade. Many 
ef these agreements contained provi-. 
sions which have been construed by the 
federal courts and the Dailey commit- 
tee as violations of the Sherman law 
or the Clayton act. The basic agree- 
ment to be submitted to Judge Landis 
will contain none of these objection- 
able features. 

Unions Expunge “ Bunk.” 

The union heads themselves are said 
to have been responsible for the move 
to abridge and simplify the rules, ex- 
punging all of the provisions commonly 
reférred to in the building game as 
“bunk.” In the first place, it was 
pointed out, these provisions have been 
revealed in their true light by the Dal- 
ley committee. In the second place, as 
one labor leader is said to have point- 
ed out, Judge Landis is “not going to 
stand for the bunk,” and there is al- 
ways the posibility that he in his ca- 
pacity as federal judge may take cog- 
nizance of anything that savors of a 
violation of the law. 

Consequently the agreement which 
will be offered as a basis for the settle- 
ment of the building situation in so far 
as working conditions are concerned 


. probably will be the cleanest and most 


trades, the electrical workers, 


businesslike document of its kind ever 
signed by contractor and labor union. 

The carpenters are the only craft 
not represented in the agreement. They 
have refused to become a party to ar: 
bitration proceeding in so far as the 
working rules are concerned and will 
vote Saturday on whether or not they 
will accept Judge Landis’ decision on 
wages as applicable to their trade. Both 
the contractors and the officers of the 
Building Trades council, however, be- 
lieve the carpenters finally will come 
in. If they refuse, the rumors are 
that they will be thrown out of the 
council and Chicago will become an 
open shop in the carpenter trade. 

“Everybody in Harmony.” 

Both of the contractors’ organiza- 
tions, the Building Construction Em- 
ployers’ association and the Associated 
Builders, held meetings yesterday with 
the leaders of the crafts with which 
they heretofore have promulgated 
agreements. The Associated Builders 
deal with the stone masons, bricklay- 
ers, building laborers, hoisting engi- 
neers, carpenters, and a few minor 
trades. In this case, as stated, the 
carpenters are not a party to the ne- 
gotiations. 

The Building Construction Employ- 
ers’ association deals with al! the pipe 
and all 
of the principal crafts not represented 
in the other organization. Among 
those present at this conference yes- 
terday, besides E. M. Craig, secretary 
of the association, were Thomas E. 
Kearney, president of the Building 
Trades council, and Mike Boyle of the 
electrical workers. 

“ We are working on a uniform basic 
agreement,” said Kearney after the 
Mecting, “and there are only a few 
minor points that remain to be settled. 

“Of course, this agreement will be 
submitted to the various crafts, and 
‘each will add such rules as are neces- 
Sary to that particular trade, but the 
basic agreement is uniform in covering 
all the trades.”

VEGETABLE MARROW VS. 
EGG PLANT. 

A few gardeners have found the 
vegetable marrow a strong rival of the 
eggplant, some say they like it better. 
Certainly from a cultural standpoint 
it is much better. The vegetable mar- 
row is generally considered as good 
as eggplant, and the total yield is 
much greater in this section. 

Any gardener successful with vine 
crops can raise vegetable marrow, for 
the treatment is the same. The seeds 
May be planted in hotbeds, but it is 
Usually best to plant them in the 
Open, in May or June. An ideal place 
for vegetable marrow is on heaps of leaf 
mold, manure beds, and similar rich 
Places. Good crops may be produced 
in hills under precisely the same 
treatment given melons, cucumbers, 
and other vine crops. 

In planting vegetable marrow this 
late, the seed will germinate much 
More rapidly by soaking it in water 
for a fexr hours before planting. An- 
ether precaution is to cover each hill

Bullish influences in grain made 
higher prices for a time at the start, 


- but they lost their influence and prices 


‘declined with selling pressure from all 
classes and the poor buying. At the 
last a rally came on loca! profit taking, 
and the finish was at losses of 3%c on 
wheat, %@%c on corn, %@%c on 
oats, 2% @3c on rye, and 1@1%c on 
barley. 

Reports of deterioration in the spring 
wheat crop in the northwest as seen by 
Le Count, the crop expert, due to drought 
and heat combined with disappointing 
threshing returns from over a good part 
of the winter wheat states were the chief 
strengthening factors in the market early 
and assisted in making an advance of 
2c, which was taken advantage of by 
holders and others to sell. Buying sup- 
port was poor and prices declined 54%~@6c 
to $1.23% for July and $1.18% for Septem- 
ber. The close was at $1.24%@1.25 for 
July and $1.204%@1.20 for September. 

Factors in the Declina 


Decreasing cash premiums ‘with losses 
in Kansas City of 4@10c as arrivals there 
were 530 cars against 212 cars last year, 
coupled with lower prices at Omaha and 
a loss of ic in hard winter at Chicago 
were factors. But the break in stocks 
and cotton in New York created the most 
gossip and the sentimental effect was 
depressing, making buyers timid and 
against buying anything unless to fill 
previous sales. 

Selling was attributed to eastern longs 
and to the July holders who were liquidat- 
ing. Duluth operators were large sellers 
of July wheat here. Local elevator inter- 
ests were also on that side while the 
buying was scattered. 

Corn Stronger Than Wheat. 


Corn possessed more strength than 
wheat, although it was sold freely at 
times by local operators, and net losses 
were small. The most pressure came 
from the three local traders who turned 
buyers toward the last and made a rally 
of %c after a break of 2%c. The inside 
for July was 62%c and September 63c. 
Dry weather is complained of and was a 
sustaining factor over a good part of 
the corn belt states, although the crop 
is said to be looking fine and is farther 


. advanced than usual at this season. 


Unless good general rains come soon 
the corn crop is likely to suffer. 


Most of the reports on oats are un- 


favorable, the crop heading short. This 
cuts no figure with the trade and the 
market is largely following the other 
grains.
